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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

We  herewith  present  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Supervisor  of  Music,  and  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 
We  have  been  unfortunate  in  having  an  epidemic  of  disease 
among  teachers  and  pupils  which  has  greatly  affected  the  at 
tendance  during  the  last  two  months. 

We  desire  especially  to  call  your  attention  to  the  article  in 
Supt.  Johnson's  report  relative  to  a  Mechanic  Arts  course  in 
our  schools,  and  we  trust  you  will  give  the  matter  due  consid- 
eration. 

It  was  because  of  frequent  requests  in  regard  to  such  a 
course  that  we  asked  Supt.  Johnson  to  estimate  cost  and  report 
to  you. 

If  the  citizens  of  Peterboro  show  by  their  votes  at  the  com- 
ing school  meeting  that  they  desire  such  a  course  added  to  our 
High  School  curriculum  we  shall  be  glad  to  carry  out  their 
wishes. 

The  changed  form  of  our  tabular  report  does  not  allow  up  to 
include  a  report  of  the  present  term  ;  therefore  in  order  to  pre- 
sent a  full  year's  report  we  begin  with  the  winter  term  of 
1907-8. 

We  also  give  a  table  showing  the  approximate  expense  of 
each  school  for  the  same  time. 

The  cost  per  pupil  is  ascertained  by  dividing  the  special  ex- 
penses of  the  school  by  its  average  membership  and  adding 
thereto  four  dollars,  which  is  the  average  expense  per  pupil,  of 
the  general  expenses  after  deducting  the  estimated  part  of  the 
same  for  the  High  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS. 

Members  of  the  School  Board : 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  second  annual  report. 
The  work  done  by  me  the  past  year  has  been  the  usual  rou- 
tine work  of  visiting  schools  and  advising  with  teachers.  Al- 
most every  day  of  the  time  given  to  this  town  is  thus  spent. 
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Office  work  or  other  necessary  work  for  the  town  is  minimized 
as  much  as  possible.  I  have  conducted  the  regular  monthly 
teachers'  meeting  with  only  one  absence ;  have  corresponded 
with  and  visited  teachers  outside  of  town  being  considered  for 
positions  in  our  schools,  have  kept  track  of  attendance,  set- 
tled complaints,  kept  a  general  oversight  of  the  text  books  to 
be  used  or  purchased,  and  by  reports  from  the  teachers  summed 
up  the  work  being  done. 

During  the  summer  vacation  I  submitted  to  you  recommend- 
ations for  text  books  and  supplies,  based  upon  a  careful  inven- 
tory of  the  supplies  in  every  school  in  town  and  the  supply  on 
hand.  T  have  further  arranged,  in  consultation  with  the  teach- 
ers, a  list  of  books  to  be  read  in  each  grade,  thus  utilizing  all 
the  books  on  hand  that  can  be  used.  A  further  step  for  putting 
this  into  effect  is  under  way.  We  shall  thus  be  enabled  to  have 
all  the  schools  do  the  same  work  in  supplementary  reading,  but 
be  obliged  to  carry  in  stock  only  enough  books  for  the  village 
grades.  By  a  system  of  alternate  use  the  outside  schools  will 
be  kept  supplied  with  these.  As  each  pupil  should  read  at 
least  about  six  books  a  year,  an  efficient  method  of  distribution 
that  requires  fewer  books  to  be  kept  in  stock  and  insures  the 
continuous  use  of  these  until  worn  out,  is  of  great  practical 
benefit. 

The  poorly-ventilated  and  unevenly-heated  one-room  school 
building  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  thi  poor  results  obtained  in 
return  for  the  instruction  given  in  country  schools.  No  person 
can  apply  his  mind  when  obliged  to  be  uncomfortable  or  when 
breathing  air  already  deprived  of  its  intended  effect  of  purify- 
ing the  blood  which  comes  to  it  in  the  lungs  for  that  purpose. 
I  found  by  actual  computation  that  the  South  school  was  so 
crowded  in  the  fall  that  with  the  advent  of  cold  weather  and 
the  difficulty  of  providing  ventilation  through  windows  or  doors 
without  causing  a  dangerous  draft,  the  pupils  breathed  over  the 
air  in  the  room  once  in  every  eight  and  one-half  minutes.  More- 
over, about  every  visit  last  winter,  found  more  or  less  of  the 
pupils  huddled  around  the  stove,  or  else  if  the  rear  of  the 
room  was  comfortably  heated,  the  teachers  and  classes  reciting 
in  the  front  of  the  room  were  uncomfortable  from  the  heat.  A 
jacket  was  placed  about  the  stove  and  a  register  admitting  out- 
door air  placed  under  it,  and  an  opening  made  in  the  chimney 
near  the  floor  to  carry  off  the  foul  air.  The  result  has  been 
that  the  school-room  is  well  ventilated  and  evenly  heated. 
Other  schools,  not  so  crowded,  have  been  provided  with  win- 
dow boards  to  provide  for  the  inlet  of  fresh  air  and  the  better 
circulation  of  the  heated  air  from  the  stove. 
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The  attendance  at  school  has  been  secured  with  less  use  of 
the  truant  officers  than  was  necessary  last  year.  There  seems 
to  still  be  a  failure  on  the  part  of  a  few  to  properly  respect  the 
requirements  that  children  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and 
sixteen  must  have  a  labor  certificate  on  file  to  protect  their  em- 
ployers from  liability  of  fine  while  schools  are  in  session.  A 
careful  observance  of  this  law  is  expected. 

The  election  of  Mr.  Whitman,  the  efficient  principal  of 
the  High  School  for  the  past  four  years,  to  another  and  larger 
position,  and  the  resignation  of  Miss  Alice  H.  Johnson,  last 
year's  assistant,  made  necessary  the  choice  of  a  new  principal 
and  a  new  assistant  Mr.  Henry  J.  Hall  was  appointed  prin- 
cipal and  showed  unusual  power  as  an  instructor.  But  ill  health 
compelled  his  resignation  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term,  and  Mr. 
W.  L.  McDonald,  a  graduate  of  Brown  University,  was  selected 
to  go  on  with  the  work.  This  change  in  the  principalship  makes 
impracticable  any  report  by  Mr.  McDonald  at  this  time.  Miss 
Decatur,  the  assistant  for  this  year  in  the  High  School,  has 
proved  a  good  instructor  and  well  prepared  for  the  work  required. 

Mr.  Albert  E.  Brown,  our  former  supervisor  of  music,  re- 
signed, and  was  succeeded  by  Clayton  E.  Hotchkiss,  who  came 
to  us  prepared  to  carry  on  the  same  system  and  he  has  given 
good  satisfaction.  Miss  Sadie  E.  Reed  of  Golfstown  was 
elected  as  supervisor  of  drawing,  and  has  not  only  showed  her 
competency  to  instruct  in  that  subject  but  has  also  contributed 
to  the  other  work  by  adapting  the  drawing  to  the  needs  of  the 
school. 

In  view  of  the  desire  that  has  been  expressed  by  some  of 
the  citizens  for  a  broadening  of  the  High  School  courses  to  in- 
clude a  practical  course,  I  will  omit  further  details  of  my  work 
to  give  room  for  a  brief  discussion  of  such  a  course  as  seems 
to  me  to  be  the  best  adapted  to  our  needs. 

A  High  School  training  has  now  become  the  ordinary  school 
training  of  the  majority  of  our  boys  and  girls,  and  is  becom- 
ing more  common.  Not  only  those  who  are  looking  forward  to 
professional  life  are  now  included  in  its  numbers,  but  many 
more  who  are  to  go  into  the  mechanical  and  manufacturing,  and 
other  constructive  occupations.  It  seems  proper  to  demand 
that  these  shall  have  a  training  more  especially  fitted  for  their 
future  work  if  this  can  be  made  to  give  the  same  mental  train- 
ing as  the  other  courses. 

We  have  in  the  schools  of  the  country  three  of  the  so  called 
practical  courses :  Commercial,  Agricultural,  and  Mechanic 
Arts. 

Educators  are  well  convinced  that  because  of  the  absence 
of  the  activities  called  forth  in  the  past  from  the  boy  and  girl 
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who  had  a  part  in  the  preparation  of  the  clothes,  fuel,  etc.,  and 
a  regular  list  of  duties  to  perform,  that  the  doing  or  construc- 
tive side  of  the  youth  is  being  neglected,  with  a  consequent 
one-sided  development  of  the  intellectual  powers,  or  a  failure 
to  train  these  powers  because  of  lack  of  interest  on  the  pupil's 
part.  The  absolute  divorce  of  the  abstract  work  of  the  schools 
from  the  ordinary  experience  of  the  child  is  now  not  offset  by  his 
home  duties.  The  last  two  of  the  above  courses  combine  the 
ordinary  life  of  the  child  with  the  instruction  given,  and  also 
contain  more  of  the  doing  or  constructive  element  in  material 
form.  The  former  is  more  along  the  lines  of  work  in  books. 
Moreover,  the  two  latter  lead  the  work  in  which  sixty  per  cent, 
of  our  population  in  this  country  are  engaged  as  contrasted 
with  sixteen  per  cent,  engaged  in  commercial  pursuits.  Still 
further  our  local  conditions  favor  the  two  latter  courses.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  our  local  mechanical  and  manufacturing 
industries  are  probably  more  important  in  point  of  numbers 
than  our  agricultural  pursuits,  that  a  Mechanic  Arts  Course  is 
of  practical  benefit  to  the  future  farmer  by  imparting  a  knowl- 
edge of  work  in  wood  and  iron  and  machinery,  and  that  such  a 
course  in  our  High  School  would  make  possible  at  very  slight 
extra  expense  manual  training  in  our  grades,  1  believe  that 
the  adoption  of  this  course  would  result  in  the  most  efficient 
training  for  the  most  pupils.  It  should  be  remembered  that 
manual  training  in  the  grades  would  include  both  boys  and 
girls. 

As  to  the  cost  of  inaugurating  such  a  course  there  is  consid- 
erable encouragement.  The  basement  of  our  Central  School 
building  is  sufficiently  large  and  well  lighted  to  provide  the 
work  shop.  Equipment  would  cost  for  the  High  School  about 
$ioo  for  the  necessary  benches  and  tools  for  a  class  of  eight, 
and  about  $25  for  the  general  supply  of  tools.  The  salary  of 
a  teacher  who  could  handle  both  the  work  of  the  High  School 
and  that  of  the  two' upper  grades  would  be  about  ^850.  As  I 
am  advised  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  separate  bench  tools  for 
the  grades,  I  would  estimate  about  $50  more  for  that.  It 
should  should  cost  about  fifty  cents  per  pupil  in  the  grades  and 
$1.50  per  pupil  in  the  High  School  per  year  for  running  ex- 
penses. This  latter  depends  very  largely  upon  the  teacher  and 
the  course.  This  estimate  of  cost  was  furnished  me  by  a  su- 
perintendent who  has  a  course  under  his  immediate  supervision. 
As  the  teacher  in  this  course  could  probably  take  the  work  of 
the  schools  in  drawing  under  his  supervision,  we  could  thereby 
save  the  amount  now  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  We  would 
probably  find  an  appropriation  of  $1200  sufficient  to  start  us 
in  good  working  order.    The  further  needs  would  not  come  un- 
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til  another  year,  and  we  would  not  require  more  than  $ioo  for 
equipment  then,  probably.  The  cost  of  the  machinery  for  the 
iron  working  of  the  last  two  years  would  depend  upon  the 
number  in  the  course  and  the  extent  to  which  we  should  go 
with  the  experience  we  would  then  have.  But  $1000  would  be 
the  most  needed  to  complete  the  equipment. 

The  pupils  in  this  course  would  make  many  things  for  them- 
selves and  for  the  science  laboratories  and  class-rooms  which 
would  be  of  considerable  influence  in  reducing  the  running  ex- 
penses. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  discuss  this  proposition  further  with  those 
interested  and  to  arrange  for  giving  any  information  I  am  able, 
or  to  secure  it  if  possible,  that  an  intelligent  expression  of  opin- 
ion may  be  secured  at  the  annual  meeting. 

I  hand  you  herewith  the  report  of  the  supervisors  of  draw- 
ing and  music.

Dear  Sir: — In  the  report  of  Mr.  Brown,  my  predecessor, 
which  was  submitted  a  year  ago,  a  summary  was  given  of  the 
principles  to  be  taught  in  each  grade.  That  no  mistake  was 
made  in  adopting  this  system  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  all 
the  grades  in  the  village  school  will  be  up  to  grade  by  the  end 
of  the  school  year,  notwithstanding  there  being  two  grades  in 
a  room.  Yet  a  system  does  not  amount  to  very  much  unless 
in  the  hands  of  a  competent  supervisor.  The  town  was  for- 
tunate in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Brown,  who  accom- 
plished a  great  deal  in  a  short  time.  A  good  foundation  was 
laid,  upon  which  the  present  supervisor  has  endeavored  to 
build  the  superstructure. 

The  work  in  the  outlying  districts  is  progressing  favorably, 
and  the  results  are  commensurate  with  the  conditions  that  ob- 
tain, viz :  ungraded  schools,  and  a  visit  by  the  supervisor  only 
once  in  two  weeks. 

In  regard  to  the  work  in  music  in  the  High  School,  I  would 
say,  that  a  fifteen  minute  period  is  insufficient  to  accomplish  very 
much,  if  anything.    It  seems  a  pity  that  all  the  work  done  by 
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the  pupil  up  through  the  grades,  should  be  dropped  upon  his 
or  her  entrance  to  the  High  School, 

In  the  other  two  towns  in  which  the  present  supervisor  has 
charge  of  the  music,  a  public  concert  given  by  the  High  School 
chorus  is  an  event  in  the  school  year.  All  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  music  obtained  in  the  graded  schools  is  shown  in  the 
work  done  at  these  concerts,  the  preparation  for  which  demands 
a  weekly  period  of  forty-five  minutes. 

Music  is  slowly  but  surely  coming  into  its  own.  In  a  num- 
ber of  schools  in  New  England  music  is  rated  with  other 
studies,  and  is  duly  credited. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  thank 
the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  making  the  work 
of  the  supervisor  successful. 

Peterboro  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  progress  made  thus 
far  in  the  study  of  music  as  applied  to  the  public  schools.

To  THE  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

The  following  report  on  drawing  in  the  Peterboro  Schools  is 
presented : 

During  the  fall  term  the  pupils  have  had  the  study  of  color 
and  the  drawing  of  leaves  and  fall  flowers  in  connection  with 
nature  work.  In  the  winter  term  the  drawing  of  objects  has 
been  taught,  involving  the  principles  of  perspective.  The  little 
ones  have  taken  elementary  work  of  this  kind  and  the  older 
ones  the  work  more  in  detail.  The  spring  term  will  be  spent 
in  painting  and  drawing  spring  growths  in  connection  with 
nature-work  and  the  illustrating  of  poems.  During  the  year 
the  birthdays  of  noted  men  like  Lincoln  and  Washington  are 
observed  in  drawing  as  well  as  in  other  work,  thus  correlating 
history  with  the  drawing.  The  lives  of  a  few  famous  artists 
are  also  studied  and  some  of  their  noted  pictures  learned. 

The  aim  in  teaching  drawing  should  be  not  simply  to  teach 
children  how  to  draw  attractive  objects  but  to  help  them  in  all 
branches  of  work  in  every  day  life.  An  example  is  the  teach- 
ing of  color  by  which  one  learns  to  dress  in  good  taste  and  to 
furnish  a  house  attractively. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  find  the  children  and  teachers  so 
much  interested  in  this  sort  of  work,  and  I  wish  to  thank  all 
for  their  interest  and  help.

2ist.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grade  the  highway  at  Noone's 
so  as  to  raise  the  roadbed  two  feet  or  more  at  the  following  named 
places :  between  the  railroad  crossing  at  the  railroad  station  and  west 
end  of  bridge  crossing  Noone's  pond,  and  from  said  railroad  crossing 
on  highway  leading  to  Jaffrey  to  railroad  crossing  near  Upton  place, 
so  called,  and  for  about  thirty  rods  beyond  said  crossing,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  said  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  re- 
lating thereto. 

22d.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  police  officers  to  enforce 
the  law  in  regard  to  the  speeding  of  automobiles,  and  post  notices  on 
the  highways. 

23d.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Electric  Light 
Commissioners  to  put  in  two  street  lights  on  the  street  at  West  Peter- 
borough near  the  residence  of  William  Holden  and  John  Morris,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.
